The  public  buildings  being  advanced 
I a stage  to  afford  accommodation  for 
Congress,  I offer  you  my  sincere  con- 
attilation  on  the  recommencement  of 
our  duties  in  the  Capitol. 

In  bringing  to  view  the  incidents  most 
serving  attention,  which  have  occur 
ed  since  your  last  session,  I regret  to 
ftate,  that  several  of  our  principal  citiis 
liave  suffered  by  sickness  ; thal  at.  unu 
ual  drought  has  prevailed  in  the  middle 
l western  states ; and  that  a dcrange- 
aent  has  been  felt  in  some  of  our  moni- 
h-  iuititutiuns,  which  hasproyortionably 
Iffectcd  their  credit.  I am  happy,  how- 
Iver.  to  have  >t  in  my  power  to  assure 
lot)  that  the  hcaitn  ot'  our  cities  ts  hew 
ompletdy  restored  ; that  the  produce 
r the  year,  though  less  abundant  than 
Altai,  will  not  only  be  amplv  sufficient 
prhome  consumption,  hut  afford  a large 
^irplus,  for  the  supply  ol  the  wan's  of 
«h(.T  nations;  and  that  the  derangement 
the  circulating  paper  medium,  by 
eing  left  to  tliosc  remedies  which  its 
bvious  causes  suggtcicrl,  and  the  goo<l 
enac  and  virtue  of  our  fcllow-ciilzcns, 
applied,  has  diminished. 

Having  informed  congress,  on  the  2^th 
T February  last,  that  a treaty  of  amity, 
ettlement,  and  limits  had  been  coiiclii- 
ed  between  the  United  States  and  Spain 
kI  ratified  by  the  competent  auihoriiits 
f the  former,  full  confidence  w's  enter 
Fined  that  it  would  have  been  ratificrl 
ly  his  Catholic  Majesty,  with  equal 
promptitude  and  like  earnest  desire  to 
rrmioAte,  on  the  condition  of  that  trea 
p,  the  differences  which  had  so  long  ex- 
ited between  the  two  countries.  Every 
Sew  which  the  subject  admitted  of,  was 
ought  to  have  justified  this  conclu- 
n Cx'^r  losses  had  been  sustained 
cf.ijuij  of  tlie  United  Stntes,  from 
paftiili  crnizers,  more  than  twenty  years 
>re,  w'uich  had  not  been  redressed 
iese  losses  had  been  acknowledged 
provided  for  by  a treaty,  as  far  back 
the  year  1802,  which,  although  eon 
tilled  at  n!adrid,  was  not  then  rai..iCd 
' the  govemiiicot  of  Spain,  nor  oiuce, 
itil  the  last  year,  when  it  was  siirpend- 
I by  the  late  treaty,  a more  satislactory 
rovisionto  both  parties,  as  waspresiinn 
I,  having  been  made  for  them.  Other 
fferetices  had  arisen,  in  this  long  in- 
'*vaI,  affecting  their  nighest  imere-.is, 
hich  were  likewise  provided  for,"  by 
lis  last  treaty.  The  treaty,  itself,  was 
irnied  on  great  cpnsiderat'.on,  and  a 
locough  knowledge  of  all  ciroomstan- 
ts,  the  subjqct  matter  of  every  article 
fcrln^  been  for  four  years-  under  dis- 


cutsion,  and  repeated  refefencea  having 
been  made,  by  the  minister  of  Spain,  to 
bis  goTeriimem,oiith>.  points  respecting 
which  tlie  greatear  dllTcrvoce  wf  opiitwm 
prevailed.  U waa  formed  by  a minister 
duly  authoriaed  fiy  the  purpose,  who 
represented  his  g«*'*rriment  in  the  U. 
States,  and  been  employed  in  this  long 
protracted  negociation, Several  TcarA,and 
who,  it  is  not  denied,  kept  strictly  with- 
in the  letter  of  his  instructions.  The 
•aith  of  Spain  was  therefore  pledged,  un- 
der circumstances  of  peculiar  force  and 
aolemniiy,  for  its  ratification.  On  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  this  treaty  was 
evidently  acceded  to  in  a vpirk  of  con- 
ciliation and  concetaioi).  The  indemni- 
ty for  injuries  and  losses,  so  long  before 
sustained,  and  now  again  acknowledged 
and  provided  fur,  waa  to  be  paid  by  them 
without  becomings  charge  on  the  trea- 
sury of  Spain.  For  territory  ceded  by 
.Spain,  other  territory  of  great  value,  to 
which  our  claim  was  believed  to  be  well 
founded,  was  ceded  by  the  United  States, 
and  in  a quarter  more  interesting  to  her. 
This  cession  was,  ncvcilhcless,  received 
as  the  means  of  imlcmnifying  our  citi- 
zens, in  a considcrblc  sum,  the  presum- 
ed amount  of  their  losses.  Other  con- 
siderations, of  great  weight  urged  the 
cession  of  this  territory  by  Spoiii.  It 
avas  surrounded  liy  the  territories  of  the 
United  States,  on  every  side,  except  on 
that  of  the  ocean.  Spam  had  lost  her 
authority  over  it,  and,  falling  into  the 
hands  of  adventurers  connected  with  the 
savages,  it  was  made  the  means  ol  un- 
ceasing aimoj'ancc  and  injury  to  our  Un- 
ion, in  many  •!'  its  most  essenii.il  inter- 
ests. By  this  cession,  tlicn,  Spain  ceded 
a territo^,  in  reality,  of  no  value  to  her, 
and  obtained  concessions  of  the  highes' 
importance,  by  the  settlement  <rf  long 
differences  with  the  United  States,  af- 
fecting their  respective  claims  and  lim- 
its, and  Hkewite  relieved  hei-sclffrotnihe 
obligation  of  a treaty,  relating  to  it, 
which  she  had  failed  to  fulfil,  atid  also 
from  the  rctpionsihiliiy  incident  to  the 
nost  flagrant  aiid  pernicious  abuses  of 
her  rights,  where  she  could  r.ot  suf  port 
her  aiiitiority. 

It  being  known  that  the  treaty  was 
formed  under  these  circum.stanccs,  not 
a doubt  was  entertained  that  his  Catho- 
lic M.ajesiy  would  ratify  it  withoutdclay. 
I regret  to  have  to  state  that  this  reason- 
able expectation  has  been  disappointed  ; 
that  the  treaty  was  not  ratified,  within 
the  time  stipulated,  and  has  not  since 
been  ratified.  As  it  is  important  that 
the  nature  and  cliaracter  of  this  unex- 
pected oncurrence  should  be  dis.iuctly 
tinucrstoud,  I think  it  my  duty  to  com- 
municate to  you  all  the  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances, in  my  pusscssiou,  rrluling 
to  it. 

Anxious  to  prevent  all  future  dlvagrcc- 
m nt  with  Spain,  by  giving  flic  most 
prompt  effect  to  the  treaty,  which  had 
been  thus  concluded,  and  partieularly, 
by  the  establishment  of  a government  in 
Florida,  wliicli  sliotiid  preserve  order 
'lit re,  the  minister  of  the  United  States, 
who  had  been  recently  appointed  to  his 
C'.atiiolic  Majesty,  and  to  whom  the  rr.ti- 
ficatioii,  by  his  government,  liad  been 
committed,  to  be  exchanged  for  that  of 
Sjiaiii,  was  instructed  to  transmit  the  lat- 
ter to  the  Department  ot  St.'.tc,  as  soon 
as  obtained,  by  a public  ship,  subjoined 
to  his  order  for  the  purpose.  Unex- 
pected ileUy  occurring,  in  the  ratifica- 
tion, by  .Spain,  he  requested  tv.  he  inforni- 
eil  of  the  cause  : It  was  stated,  in  reply, 
that  tho  great  importance  of  the  subjci  i, 
and  a desire  to  obtain  cxplanutio.is  on 
certain  points,  which  were  not  specified, 
had  produced  the  delay,  and  thrtan  K.n- 
voy  would  be  despatched  to  tlic  United 
•Stales,  to  obtain  such  explanatiot.s  of 
government.  The  minister  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  offered  t«  give  full  cxidaiia- 
lion  Oil  any  point,  on  which  it  might  be 
desired  ; which  proposal  was  declined. 
Having  communicated  this  result  to  the 
Department  of  Slate,  in  Aiig*ist  last, he 
was  instructed,  not\vithst.in<ling  the  dis- 
appointment and  surprise,  which  it  pro- 
duced, to  inform  the  government  of 
Spain,  that,  if  the  treaty  should  be  rati- 
fied, and  transmitted  here,  at  any  time 
before  the  meeting  of  congress  it  wonlfl 
be  received,  and  have  the  same  effect,  as 
if  it  had  been  ratified  in  due  lime.  This 
'■rder  wasexocuti.'d  ; the  authorised  com- 
inuniriuion  was  made  to  tl»e  govern- 
ment Af  Spain,  and  by  its  answer,  w hich 
has  just  been  veceivcil,  Wc  arc  officially 
made  ac<|uainled,  for  the  first  ti.^)e,  with 
the  reasons  which  have  prevented  the 
rolification  of  the  treaty,  by  his  Colholie 
.Majesty.  It  is  alleged  by  the  minister  of 
Spam,  that  this  government  l-a  l attempt- 
ed to  alter  one  of  the  principal  nrtides 
ofthc  treaty,  by  a dccl.aratic^,  which  the 
minister  of  the  United  States  had  been 
ordered  to  present,  when  he  should  de- 
liver the  ratification  by  his  government, 
in  exchange  for  that  of  Spain,  and  of 
which  ho  gave  qotice,  explanatory  of  the 
sense  in  which  that  article  was  undcr- 
stooil.  It  is  further  allcgcif  that  this 
goremment  had  recently  tolerated,  or 
protected,  an  expedition  from  the  United 
States,  against  the  provinces  ot  Tt:.nr.  | 
These  two  imputed  acts,  arc  slated  as 
the  reasons  which  huve  induced  his  (.  a- 
iholic  Majesty  to  wiilihoid  his  ratifica- 
tion from  tbc  treatjq  to  obtain  ex phitia- 
tiov.S;  respecting  which,  it  if.  rnpcx.'edj

that  an  envoy  would  he  forthwith  d s- 
patrhed  to  the  United  States.  How  fi(r 
Diyso  allegations  will  (iistify  the  conduct 
Tofthe  gUveminrnc  of  Spain,  « ill  app,  .xr, 
on  a view  of  the  following  facts,  and  the 
cvitlcncc  which  siqiportsthem. 

It  will  be  scon,by  Ihedurumcnls  trans- 
mitted herewith,  that  the  declaration 
incmioned  relates  to  a clause  in  the  3th 
article,  coticeiniiig  rtriain  gr.infs  of 
land  recently  made  i>y  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty, in  Florida,  whi.  h,  it  is  understood, 
had  conveyed  all  the  lands,  which,  till 
then,  had  been  imgr.mted.  It  was  the 
intention  of  the  parties  to  annul  thysc 
latter  grants,  rikI  that  clause  was  diau  n 
for  that  express  purpose,  and  for  none 
•ther.  -Ihe  dnte  ol  these  grants  was 
unknown,  but  It  was  understood  to  be 
posterior  to  that  inserted  in  the  article: 
indeed,  it  must  he  obvious  to  all,  that, 
ifthal  provision  in  the  treaty  had  not  the 
effect  *f  annulling  these  grants,  it  would 
he  altogether  aiigalory.  Immediately 
after  the  treaty  was  concluded,  and  rati- 
fied by  this  government,  an  intimation 
was  reccivco  that  these  grants  were  of 
iitcrior  date  to  that  fixed  on  by  the 
treaty,  and  that  they  would  not  of  course, 
he  aiVected  by  it.  The  mere  possibility 
of  such  a case,  so  inconsiiient  with  the 
intention  of  the  parties,  and  the  meaning 
of  the  article,  induced  this  government 
to  demand  an  cxj.Ianation  on  the  sub- 
ject, wliich  was  iinmediatciv  granted, 
and  which  corresponds  with  this  state- 
ment. With  respect  to  the  other  act 
alleged,  that  this  government  had  tol- 
erated, or  protected  an  expedition  a- 
gainst  Texas,  it  is  utterly  without  foun- 
dation. F.very  discountenance  has  in- 
variably been  given  toeverv  such  attempt 
from  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States,  as  fully  evinced  by  the  acts  of  the 
government,  and  the  proceedings  of  tin- 
courts.  There  being  cause,  however 
to  apprehend,  in  the  course  of  the  last 
summer,  that  some  artvwiiureres  ci.tcr- 
tained  views  of  the  kind  suggested,  the 
atlcofion  of  the  constituted,  aiitiioritici 
in  that  quarter  was  immediately  drawn 
to  them,  and  it  is  known  tliat  the  pro- 
ject, whatever  it  might  be,  has  utterly 
failed. 

These  facts  will,  it  is  presumed,  s ilis- 
fy  every  impartial  mind,  lint  tin-  gov- 
ernment of  Spain  had  iio  jiis;iri.thlc 
cause  for  declining  to  ratify  the  treaty.  A 
treaty  conc hided  in  confarmiiy  with  in- 
structions, is  obligatory,  in  good  faith, 
in  all  its  stipulations,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  me.unng  of  the  panics, 
r.ach  pp.ny  is  lioimd  lo  lii'ifv  i;.  If  ci 
ihcr  could  set  it  aside,  witliout  the  con- 
sent of  the  otlier,  lln  ie  would  he,  no 
longer,  any  rules  applic'-blc  tn  such 
transactions  helvvccn  nations.  Ilv  this 
proceeding,  the  govcrmiu-nt  of  Spain 
has  rendered  to  the  United  States  a new 
and  very  serious  injury.  It  has  been 
stated,  that  a .Minister  would  he  sent, 
to  ask  certain  explanations  of  this  gov- 
ernment. But,  :f  such  were  <k sired, 
why  were  Ihev  not  s-ked,  williin  the 
•ime  limited  for  the  ratilic.i .ion  ? Is  it 
onicmplatcd  tooiicn  a new  ncgoti.'iion 
respecting  any  of  the  artielcj  or  condi- 
tions of  il;e  trea'y  ? If  that  were  don-, 
to  what  consequences  might  it  not  lead  ' 
.Vt  wli.it  timc;nd  in  what  manner  would 
a new  negoiixiion  terminate  ? By  tliis 
proceeding,  Spain  has  formed  a ixlatiun 
oetiveeii  the  two  countries  whicli  will 
jiis'ify  any  mc.asurcs  on  the  p.irl  ofthc 
Uml-d  States,  which  a strong  s-.nsc  of 
iiiju.,,  and  a proper  regard  for  the 
rights  and  iiiierests  of  the  nation  may 
dictate.  I"  tlie  cour-e  to  be  pnr'iued, 
ihc'e  objects  should  he  rouManily  held 
in  view,  and  have  their  due  uei?^hf. — 
Onr  national  hnn  >r  must  he  riaintaincd, 
and  a new  and  chstinguishod  proof  he 
airordcd  ol  th.'t  rcg-ril  for  josliee  an.l 
inodcrat'.on,  which  has  invariably  r,ov-

Aliichilcliic  to  courte- 
sy berwetn  iiatihis.  By  a short  delay, 
wc  shall  lose  rilliing  ; for,  resting  on 
the  ground  ofVim'itahle  truth  and  jus 
ticc,  we  cainpl  bo  diverted  fixim  our 
purpoac.  It  ^glit  to  l>e  presumed  thal 
the  explanati^  which  may  be  given  to 
the  .Mlidster  ^f  Spain,  will  be  satisfacto- 
ry, and  prodicc  th.e  desired  result.  In 
any  event,  delay,  for  the  piir|josc 
mentioned,  ;>cing  a further  manifesta- 
tion ofthc  shccie  desire  tn  icnninatc  in 
the  nn>st  frifiully  manner  all  diilcrences 
with  Spain  cannot  fail  to  be  duly  appre- 
ciated by  kis  Catholic  Majesty,  as  well 
as  by  other  powers.  It  is  submitted,! 
tlicrcforci  wlicihcr  it  will  not  be  proper 
to  make  the  law  pixj(>osed  for  carrying 
the  conditions  of  the  treaty  into  effect,

From  a full  view  of  all  rircumsianccs 
it  is  snhmitled  to  the  consideration  of 
Congress  whether  it  vviil  not  he  propci- 
for  the  United  St.ucs  tc  • -ry  the  coii- 
diuuns  of  the  tic.aly  into  effect,  in  the 
^mc  manner  as  if  it  had  been  ratified  by 
Spaib,  Claiming  on  their  part  all  the  ad- 
vantages, end  yielding  to  Spain  tlvise 
secured  to  her.  By  piirsiiing  this 
course,  we  shall  rest  on  the  sacred' 
grountl  of  right.  «^anr!ioncil,  in  the  most 
solemn  manner  l.y  Spain  herself,  by  a 
treaty  whicli  ehe  v as  bound  to  raufy,  by 
refusing  to  do  which  sljc  must  incur  the 
cenw.ire  of  other,  nations,  even  those 
most  fi  ichdly  to  her ; w hile,  by  co.-.^n- 
ing  ourselves  within  that  limit,  we  can- 
not .fail  to  obtain  their  merited  approba- 
lion.  Wc  must  have  peaci  on  a fron- 
tier where  we  have  been  so  long  disturb- 
ed, our  citizens  must  be  indemnified  for 
losses  sc  long  since  sustained,  and  for 
which  in'ituinity  has  been  so  long  un- 
justly withheld. ‘from  them.  Accom- 
p;isl:;u5  these  yiost  objects  vc  ubudn, 


ct  i.ed  tlie  councils  of  this  free  peoiilc.  It  jjto  the  ehuiscier  and  ol>hgation.s  ol  the 

nation,  that  a lew  examples  of  a coiitra- 
ry  kind  have  occurred. 

The  uis'ancc  of  the  colonies  from  the 
parent  country,  and  the  great  extent  of 
tlicir  popuieiion  and  resources,  gave 
tiiem  advantages  which  it  was  anli.  ipa- 
led  at  a very  early  period,  it  would  hi 
difficii  t for  Spain  to  surmount.  'The 
steadiness,  consistency,  and  success, 

•villi  which  they  have  pursued  their  oh- 
jeei,  ah  c\  incco  nis..  - |/o.  i . Uy 

undistuibeJ  sovereigrty  wnicli  Buenos 
• \yrcs  has  so  long  enjoyed,  evidently 
give  them  a strong  claim  to  the  favora- 
ble consideration  of  other  nations.  'Flicsc 
sentiments  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Slates,  have  not  been  wiihlicld  from  o- 
tin  1- -powcis,  with  whom  it  is  desirahle 
lo  act  in  eui.cert.  Should  it  become 
mniiifest  to  the  world  that  the  elTo.  it  ol 
Spain  to  subdue  these  provinces  w i||  be 
fruitless,  it  may  tic  presumed  that  the 
Spanish  government  itself  will  give  up 
llic  contest.  In  producing  such  a cle- 
tenurnatiun,  it  ettnaot  be  doubted  that 
the  o|>inloti  of  friendly  powers,  w ho  have 
taken  no  port  in  the  controversy,  will 
have  theit  nkerited  influence. 

It  is  of  tht  highest  importance  to 
onr  national  character,  end  indesjiensi- 
bic  to  tho  morality  of  our  citizens,  that 
all  violations  afdnf.nenlrsllty  should  be 
prevented.  No  door  tnould  be  left  o- 
;>cti  for  the  evasion  of  our  laws ; no  op- 
portunity xffurdud  to  any  who  may  be 
dis|>osa(i  to  lAhe  acirantaga  of  it,  to  com- 
pioniit  Ibe  laicreit  or  hoacr  of  the  aiv- 
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tion.  It  is  submitted,  therefore,  to  the 
cousitleration  of  Congtcis,  whether  it 

iii.iy  i.rD  he  Rtlvisrable  to  revSae  the  laws. 
With  a vif.-r  t'l  this  i>ra:rabio  ri'Aiilt. 

It  is  submitted,  also,  whether  it  may 
not  be  pro]>er  to  designate,  by  law,  ‘the 
s'-vcral  ports  or  p.;  .cs  along  tne  coast, 
at  ’vliicl:,  o'l  ;,  foiri.;n ships  of  war  and 
]>i ivatci.rs  may  b‘  ndmitted.  The  diffi- 
culty of  snstairinig  the,  regiiiationsofour 
comiiKTCu,  and  of  other  important  in-- 
terestS  from  abuse,  without  such  desig 
nayon,  furnislies  a strong  motive  for 
this  measure. 

At  the  time  of  tlia  negotiation  for  the 
renewal  of  the  commcrtial  convention, 
between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  a hope  had  been  entertained 
that  an  article  might  have  been  agreed 
upon,  mutually  s.iltsfuctory  to  both 
countries  regul.tiing,  upon  principles  of 
justice  and  reciprocity,  the  commercial 
intercourse  between  the  United  States 
and  the  British  pissessions,  as  well  in 
the  \Vcst  Indies,  as  upon  the  continent 
of  North  America.  'The  plenipoten- 
tiaries of  the  twro  governments,  not  ha- 
ving been  able  locomc  to  an  agreement 
O'.)  this  important  interest,  those  of  the 
United  States  reserved  for  the  consid- 
eration of  this  goveniinciit  the  proposals 
whicli  bail  lieen  presented  to  them  ; os 
the  ultimate  offer  on  the  part  of  the 
Britisli  government,  and  which  they 
were  not  authorised  to  accept.  On  their 
ira:ismisston  here,  they  were  examined 
with  due  deliheratioigthe  result  of  which 
was  » new  effort  lo  meet  the  views  of 
the  British  government. 

The  minister  of  the  United  States  was 
instrocicd  to  make  a further  proposal, 
Wliich  has  not  been  accepted.

The  great  j-educ- 
tion  ofthc  cutrency,  which  the  banks 
have  been  consti-ained  to  make,  in  order 
to  continue  specie  payments,  anti  the  v»- 
tiaicd  character  of  it  where  such  reduc- 
lions  have  not  been  attempted,  inst«.ad 
of  placing  within  tiue  reach  of  these  es- 
labliahincnisthe  peniniai  y aid  ncccs.sary 
to  avail  the.nvelv?n  of  tho  advttqta-jcs  re- 


sulting from  the  reductiun  of  tnepri.Oi  _ 
of  the  raw  materials,  and  ol  labor,  airc 
-■ompell  -d  the  banks  ti>  withdraw  from 
lliein  a pt.lllw  -f  the  capit  il  Oentefiwo 
advanced  to  them.

An  additional  cacse  of  the  depres'iion 
of  till  sc  cstablislitncnts  m-jy  probably  bo 
found,  ill  the  pecuniary  embarraasmenra 
which  have  recently  affected  those  coun- 
tries with  which  our  commerce  has  been 
principally  prosecuted. 

'Their  manuracturea,  for  the  want  oft  * 
ready  or  profitable  market  at  home,  ha'^ 
been  shipped  l>y  ttik  manufacturersjo 
the  United  States,  and,  in  many  instan- 
ces, sold  at  a price  below  their  current 
value  at  the  place  of  manufacture.  Al* 
though  this  practice  may,  from  its  na- 
ture, be  considered  temporary,  or  con- 
tinf|;cnt,  it  is  not  on  that  account  less  in- 
jurious in  its  iffects.  UiiifoVmity,  in 
the  demand  and  pricer,  an  aiticle,  ia 
highly  desirable  to  the  domestic  manu- 
facturer.

Thohistory  of  the  negotiations  between 
^ two  guvemroents  is  well  digested 
1 the  isarrstloo  happily  made.  The 
president  leads  the  reader  to  expect 
Bum  Mm  the  recommendation  of  some 
dignified  and  strong  measure  for  the  as- 
aeition  and  maintenance  of  our  i^tional 
rights.  But  alas  ! “ trAo/  a falling  eff 
]i(o  war  is  calculated  upon.  Instead 
thereof,  he  modestly  asks  congress  to 
vest  him  with  full  power  to  carry  the 
conditions  of  the  treaty  into  execution, 
as  though  it  had  been  ratified — and  also 
to  allow  him  authority  courteously  to  re- 
caive  and  treat  with  any  future  minister 
which  the  “ adored  Ferdinand”  may 
^cioosly  please  to  lend  to  the  United 
States. 

' There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  treaty 
^ void  to  all  iutents  and  purposes : and 
Lit  has  been  a source  of  s'.me  surprise  that 
[in  contending  for  the  contrary  doctrine, 
l^viiter  baa  ventured  to  refer  to  au- 
1 ibority  to  aupport  his  principles.

[kgislature  to  deliberate  what  further 
I can  and  ought  to  be  done  of  a more  effec- 
tual nature,  must  give  bond  and  securi- 
> ty  for  restoring  the  property  sirzed,  to 
I the  officer.  Unless  he  has  knowledge  of 
! the  law  he  cannot  do  this.  If  he  does 
I doit, the  sales  will  be  valid.  Much 
did  he  regret  that  they  could  not  com 
nunicate  this  knowledge  to  their  dis 
tressed  fellow-citizens,  in  every  quarter 
of  the  slate  at  the  same  instant.  Ilut 
I they  need  not  fear.  It  would  fly  with 
[npidity,  like  an  sgetn  ol  mercy  with  a 
reprieve  in  his  wings,  and  frighten  the 
destroyer,  wherever  it  went,  from  the 
[ .Work  of  desolation.  Those  to  whom  It 
r -first  went,  must  of  necessity  be  first  re- 
licvtd.

I most  heartily  desire  his  patriotic 
views  may  be  con&iiinniatcd,  by  the  pus- 
at'ge  of  a law  calculated,  in  some  way  or 
other,  to  put  down  the  braiichts  in  this 
state.
